W ritten for the Democrat, 
There are several im portant Blat­ 
ta rs to be considered at the meeting 
of the advisory council on next Sat­ 
urday at the court house, at 1:30 p. 
m. Among these is a canvass of the 
‘ wheat situation/' I believe it would 
to well to take means of examining 
every wheat 
field 
in 
tho 
county. 
W hat I mean by 
early sown wheat 
would be-prior to the 
25th of Sep­ 
tember. I went into 
a 
field a, few 
days ago and pulled up 
ten 
plants, 
and on them I found twenty-four lar­ 
vae of. the Hessian fly. Every plant 
was affected by 
them, 
having from 
one to four. This field of w heat today i 
is as fine a looking field as may be I 
seen anywhere. Tho ground was well 
prepared and the wheat 
well put in. 
and it appeared that 
it might have 
Teen sown possibly in th e middle of 
September. Of this m atter I am not 
aware; but at any 
rate 
the wheat 
crop is ruined now. 
About the only thing we could see 
to realize a profit would be to utilize 
it for a pasture 
this 
winter, then 
I ’ow it under in the very late w in­ 
tel and in very early spring to put 
en some oilier crop. If it is allowed 
to remain this m an’s loss will not be 
the only loss, because the fly from 
this field will not only destroys, but 
reach to the neighboring 
fields 
in 
possibly every direction. 
It would seem wise to make a very 
thorough canvass of the situation in 
tne county, that every farm er mav 
be made aware of the condition, that 
he may take steps 
to 
prevent 
too 
great a loss himself and to prevent 
damage to ethers. 
The fields so far that I have exam­ 
ined which were sown the first or 
second week of October seem to he 
entirely free from the fly. Most far­ 
mers in the 
county 
solved 
their 
wheat late purposely on account of 
Cruger from the fly. There may be 
I s >me wTho do not understand how to 
detect the fly, nor what the indica­

Many a man has put in “fillers” in 
his orchard because he thought the 
young trees standing 40 feet apart 
were so far away from each other that 
they looked lonesome. 
If we could al­ 
ways picture in our mind’s eye just 
how the full-grown tree will look and 
how' much ground space the spreading 
limbs will cover we would not be so 
anxious to put In the “fillers.” 
Fillers are all right; in fact, they are 
the proper thing to use, if the orchard 
owner would remove them when the 
main trees begin to get their growth, 
says an Illinois writer in Farm Prog­ 
ress. That is the trouble; the “fillers” 
ore allowed to stand until they seri­ 
ously injure the growth and develop­ 
ment of the trees that are the main 
reliance of the orchard. 
We used to plant our orchard trees 
too closely together. 
I was looking 
over an old orchard Hie other day 
where the trees could not have been 
more than twenty-five feet from each 
other. 
The limbs Yvere interlaced and 
the trees are of the old high beaded 
type, with branches pointed upward. 
They are hard to spray, hard to prune 
and hard to pick fruit from. We have 
changed cur ideas of orchard trees 
since they were set out and are plant­ 
ing them much farther apart. 
With 
the more distantly planted 
trees has come the idea of fillers to 
use some of the available space that 
looks as though it were being wasted, 
at least while the trees are small. 
Where fillers are put, out they ought 
to be of the quick-growing summer 
varieties. 
The tree that makes an ideal filler is 
one that is short-lived. When they be­ 
gin to die of their own accord it does 
not hurt the tree dwner when he has 
to cut them out of the way of longer- 
lived \Tari<*ies. 
It is hard to cut. down a thrifty 
and bearing tree, but unless the own­ 
er has made up his mind that he will 
do this he should never set the fillers 
in the center of the tree 
squares. 
M here there is any market for plums 
they make a good tree for this pur­ 
pose. 
When the plum is used, some 
variety that is not too rank and vig­ 
orous in its growth should be picked 
out. 
Pears would make fine fillers if it 
w'ere not for one reason.
